On July 4, lSo6, wita great fanfare. President Johnson signed into lav? an Amend- 
ment to the Administrative Procedure Act, popularly hnoim as the "Hational Freedom of 
Inronaadon Act,*' (Puolic Law C5-407). This iict becomes effective one year thereafter, 
being July 4, 1967. 

At the time President Johnson stated: 

I am instructing every official in th5.s iidministration to 

cooperate. . .and tb malce information available to tlie full extent 

consistent V7ith individual privacy and the national interest. 

I supported thxs Act in the House of Representatives v?hen it passed on June 20, 
li/ov, and I v/as pleased to see that it was indicated that every effort would be made 
“7 Admmxstrat J-On to remove the veil of secrecy over papers and documents which 

could be revealed without violating the public interest. 

Among those items in the Archives of the United dtates are the R-rays and photo- 
grapns made during the autopsy of our late President John F. ICennedy, Repeated efforts 
by responsible groups to see these items have been refused. 

••hen I requested an opportunity, together V7ith a group of acUno; 7 ledged experts 
xn pathology, to revlei; tne X-rays and photographs, request was denied by the 
Administrator of the General Services Administration, of V7hich the Hational Archives 
is a part. 

It is ironic that in the letter of i'iarch G, 1967, Lavjson‘3. Knott, Jr., 
Administrator, stated as follows: 


The Public interest in the X-rays and photographs as a part of 
the historical record of the assassination of President Kennedy is 
appropriately served, not only by their deposit and preservation in 
national Archives, but also by the provision for unrestricted access 
by any official government body, including committees of the Congress, 
having authority to investigate matters relating to the assaGslnc.tion. 

I call upon the President to mal^e these X-rays and photographs available, 
and thus enforce the intent and purpose of the Freedom of Information Act, effective 
July 4, 1967, with a modem Declaration of Independence from subterfuge, hypocrisy, 
and camouflage.
